him as a puniſhment foꝛ his sſfences, and pet hath god 
created thynges to geue him eale & remedp fo2 his att 
gaſe, whicheno Chꝛiſtian man onght to contempne oz 
bifpile:fo2 he that diſpiſethithe woꝛke, ſemeth to cons 
fempne the wozkeman. Agapne, becaufethat the aps 
popntment and determination of God, concernpnge 
thelpke and deathe of man, is ſo fecrete, and ſo farre bes 
ponde the capacitie of mannes reaſon, and vnderſtan⸗ 
dinge, and that we knowe not whan God hath pꝛeli⸗ 
red the terme of dure lpfe, we vſe in oure infirmities 
and weakenelle, thoſe remedies that God hath created

to be recepued at their handes, to whome he bath gee 
uen the knowledge howe to miniſter them vnto vs. 
All tbeſe thynges are abundauntlpe pnough knowen 
vnts pour hondoure, with a great manpe moꝛe reaſons 
then Jam able toalledge, and therefore 3 do but bꝛing 
Owles to athens, in declarynge this vnto pou.

tem. A hiche ſapinge (J feare me) is verified moꝛe in 
ſome of vs Engliſhe men, than in any other nation, 3 
woulde God it were not. And pet J thynke there is no 
man ſo beſttall, ſo rude, oz fo blunte of witte, but that 
he is (by a certapne inſtinct of naturall intl inatton) de⸗ 
ſyꝛous to knowe thinges not before knowen, to heare 
ne wes not befoze heard, and to bnderſtande Weokes. 
in his maternail tongue, witten firte in fozein lan⸗ 
guage, tg the ende not to ſeeme altogether ignoꝛaunt 
in matters both of the liberall ſciences, and alſo ot Hi⸗ 
ſtozies, ſet forthe fo2 his rudiment and inſtructton, as 
in Coſmographie, in Aſtronompe, in Philoſophte, in 
Logtke, in Ahetozicke, and ſpetiallpe in Phlſicke, 
whereot we had neuer fo muche neede as in these oure 
dapes; confiderpnge the Lrannge and vnkno wen dif: l 
eales that ſwarme amonge vs, and mo in number then 
tan be founde remedpe fo. :

Then, 
after hauynge gathered as muche dewe, as pou thinke 
good, haue thze glaſles readp, of ſuch greatneſfe as Pow 
will, the which glatles you thall fill, ſomwhat more then 
halfe ful: the one with ſuger, and the other wyth Panna, 
and the thirde with bonny, the reſt of the glaſfes remap⸗ 
ning ſtillemptie and voide: and then fill them all bp, full 
with tbeſapde de we, ſtopping them fat w white Mare, 
and toner them with a linen clothe , Bepe them alſo in a 
tupboꝛde, oꝛ ſome other plate out of the Donne, as lenge 
as nede hal be to ble of it, as we will declare ükter ward. 


Andthen take the iuice of quinces,¢ haue readie inalitie 


glaſſe ſuome good Agaric, bꝛoken in pieces enelp, and not 
in poulder: the which pou ſhall couer with the ſapd iuice 
of Auintes, in ſuch ſozte as pou haue done with the Sus 
Ser, and other thinges in the glatfes, and kepe it well co;

What doen, take a pound oꝛ tivo ol Aldes Epaticum 
02 Ag much as peu tofl:fo2 the more there is, the better ſt 
halbe, becauſe that the ſapd Aloe being fo ſteeped, wate⸗ 
rod and prepared, as we wii chewe peu, Is a verpe exquf⸗ 
ſite and kamtlier medicine to kepe in a houfe, and take of it 
by Htlelumpes oz pilles , ones in the weeke wen a man 
gothiol bed: foz it kepeththe badp from putrifadisn, and 
Prot all euttihumoeurs z and is very pꝛofttable and good, 
ayant the ache oz paine in the iopntes, and allo fo2 the 
French Pockes, as here after we will declare daderly. 
Tanke of the ſapde Aloe ok the bet and the. kreſheſt, 
fathe An dantttie as you will, and put it in a tup of glaſle 
oz tleane platter as 1 aͤbgue ſald, and 1 x A winde wa 
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o ſome other place in the Sonne, watringe o2 ſkepyng it 
in the laid iuites mingled together, giuing it therofas ok⸗ 
ten as ſhalbe ſuffictent to make it mopſt, and to make of it 
as it were a thicke ſirop.

Sou invite after this mingie all thefe thinges tanethers 
and put them in tome violle oꝛglaſſe , oz eis in ſome pan 
ok earth berpecleane, with the kaide wine and ople oltue;

A goodly ſecrete for to condite or confyte Orenges, Cittons, 
and all other fruytes in ſy rop, which is a notable thinge. 


Ake Cytrons, oꝛ other fruites, and cut 
them in pieces as pou wyl, taking oute 
okthemthe Jupte oz ſubſtaunte that is 
within them: than bople them in kreche 
water aboute balfe an boure,dntil they 
be tender, and as ſolte as pow would 
haue them. And whan you haue taken them oute, cat 
them in cold water ⸗ leuing them fo vntil night. 
After this pou hall iet them againe to the fire in other 
frech water, and do but only heat it in that water with 
a mall fire, foʒ it mutt not feeth, 102 be to hote: but let 
it only ſimper a litle, vou ſhal continue thus, biff, dates 
together, beating them euery dape in hote water, and 
puttinge them againe at nighte in colde water. Some 
heat the water but onte a dap, to thend not to make the 
eitrons to tender, but chaunge the freſh water at night 
to take out al the bitternes ofthe pilles, the which be⸗ 
ing taken awap, you muſt take ſugre, oz clarifies bony 
t prepared (as we will declare afterward) wherein pow 
mutt put the citrons, hauing firſt wel died them from 


the water. In winter pou mut kepe them fro ð kroſt. 


leauing them two oz the houres in a plate mete foz the 
purpoſe: and in Gomer pou ſhal leaue them there alls 
night, and a dap, and a night in honp. Than bople ths 
hony oz ſugre again by it felt, without the Oꝛenges 02 
Tytrons, by the ſpace of halfe an houre 02 lomewhat 


leffc, with a tmal kpꝛe, and beinge cooled, fet tt agatne 


to the fire with Citrons continuing fo len 
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The chyrde booke 


to the ende to bing the honny to hys perkectlon, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding as nedde ſhall reguier. Ik pou Wyll putte honnpe 
in the water, and not Sugre, pou map clarifie it twiſe, 
and ſtraine it thoꝛowe a ſtrainer, accoꝛding to the arte 
and maner, that bereafter J wil teche pou, to the ende 


pou map haue perftelpe the bſe and kacton of makinge 


all luche thinges. Howe, hauinge thus warmed and 
clarified it, pou Mall ſtraine it, and ſet it againe onthe 


fler, with the Citrons onelp, makinge it to botle with 


afmal ſier, the (pace of a quarter of an houre: than take 
it from the lier, and let it ſtande and ref, at euery time 
pou dooce it, a dape anda night. The nert mozning pow 
Thal bople it againe together, the (pace of halk an houre 
and dode fo two moꝛninges, to the ende that the bons 
nie oꝛ Sugre mape well and perkptlpe bee incozpoꝛa⸗ 
ted with the Cptrons. All the arte and conninge confi, 
feth in boplynge thys cpꝛoppetagether wyth the Cp⸗ 
trons, and alſo the cyꝛope by it ſelfe. Mherkoze he that 
hath no ſkyll in the boyling ok it, will quickelp lette it 
take the ſmoke, ſo that it Hall fauour of the fier: but he 
that tan trimme it wel, it is an exquiſite and pleaſant 
thing. In this maner mape al other fruites bee dꝛeſted: 
as ript Peaches with the inſude and ſkenne, Lemons, 
Menges; Apples, greene Malnuttes, Letule, well 
made cleane, and dotded of their greate leaues, and oy 
ther thinges like, all the whiche vou muſte bople, as is 
akoꝛeſapedꝛbut ſome moze fame leſte, after as nede hal 
bee, and according to the nature of the fratte So hall 
pou make al waies a good perfite, and durable thinge, 
[he mager howe to clarife and prepare honnye and fugre 
for to confite Cytrons and all other frites. 
Take cuery time tenne pon de ok Honp the white of 
twelue newe laped egges, and tanke awape the froth 
o them, beating them well together with a ſticke, and 
fire glaſles of fater and kreſhe water: then put them in⸗ 
o the honnpe, and hople them in a potte with a mode⸗ 
date fier,the ſpate of a quarter ot an honure, oꝛ ſomwhat 
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feumming them well, and pate tbem ſo hote thoꝛobe n 
ſtrainer:toꝛ it hall be the fairer, and the clearer, foꝛ any 
thinge that vou wyll occupie oꝛ die it aboute.Hauinge 
thus oꝛdered it. take fo2 fire pounde ol Citrons, twelue 
pounde of Honny. Phe Sugre is alfo ozdered and dꝛeſ⸗ 
led in like ſoꝛte as the Honny is: but if von wil confite 
Citrons with Sugre, pou muſte note this difference, 


that koꝛ fore pounde of Citrons, vou ſhall putte but. ir. 


of Suagre , fo2 to confpte theym, fo that they mape bee 
kepte all the peare.

All other incke maye be amended,be it neuer ſo cull, 
¢ thal take Peche 02 Abzicot ones with their kuͤr⸗ 
nels, ſwete Almondes, oz bitter, ſo that thep haue 
their ſhelles harde, and that the Almondes be with 
in them. And it in cafe pou tan get but the fated ſtones 
without theit kurnels, it Hal be good pnough, but pet 
not fo good as With the kurnels. Take then al the ſapd 
thinges together, oz thoſe that pou can get, and burne 
them vpon the coales: and whan they be very redde and 
enflamed take them out, and thus bepnge redacke and 
made into very blacke coales, kepe them in a panne.

But in Minter mopſter 
then in Sommer: and alwapes the thicker maketd 
the letter fkapꝛer, blacker, clearer, and bzighter. But in 
what maner fo euer it be, it muſte be ener well mpred 
with the ſmoke. And to make it liquide, as is fated, vou 
mull put to it moze oile of line, oꝛ of Malnuttes to the

from bis nature vnto a perfertcr degre, as foꝛz example. 
Doe, is meale, not in his fpꝛſt eſlence and being, but 
is redad and made of the baker, inte a moze eſtunabis 
nature, and nerer to perfection. Po man ougdt to hope 
to attapne to this high knowledge. by bis owne witte, 
but onely by the grace and gifte of God, who( as al the 
Philoſophers ſape) Cui vult largitur, & ſubtrabt.

though it tonſiſt in a lmali thinge) to the gloꝛy of God, 
and the pꝛokite of the common tocith ; teaching here in 
a bꝛeife manner, to make it in as great a quantity as à 
man wil. Take of Nuicke Spluer nine partes, Bum⸗ 
ſtone citrine tivo partes, vet many men put thee partes 
of 1B2(mittons, koꝛ the nine partes of quick ſiluer, ot her 
four, and ſome as much ot tbe one as ot the other.

But fo2 to make a 
greate quantitie of it, pou muſte euer and anone, put

Howe whan the firſte pouder bathe bene on the kpze, 
the ſpace of fiue houres, and that it m thꝛoughlpe, oz 
partelpe fublimed, lifte vpon the ſtpcke a lptle, that is 
in the pstte, and ſo open the mouth of it, in liktinge vp 
the rounde piece of clape that ſtopped it, and put in 
thre 02 foure ſponetulles of the ſapde powder that pou 
kepte warme, then let downe the fipcke, wythths 
rounde battome ok clape, that it mape cloſe the Cole 
as befo2e. 

And pou mute vnderſtande, that the favre ſticke is 
not put into the viole fo2 any other caufe , but to kepe 
that the laide ponder whiche is in the bottomme, bes 
ginning to ſublime, choulde not cleaue rounde aboute 
the mouthe of the Giole,fo2 than it woulde ſtoppe it fo 
that pou coulde put none other pouder into it, nos 
make the loaues fo greate, as is ſapde: and herein con- 
ſiſteth the whole ſecrete to make the loaues greate. 
Foz pk vou woulde put in al the ſubſtgunce at once, 
that is to ſape, a hundꝛeth o2 two hundzeth pounde 
of ſubſtaunte, pou ſhoulde make the malle, oz lumpe 
fo great that it woulde neuer be bꝛoughte to perkecti⸗ 
on, and mute make fo greate a fyꝛe to it, that rather it 
woulde melte bothe the veſlel, and alſs marre the furs 
neys, than the matter oꝛʒ ſubſtaunce woulde ſublime. 
But in puttinge it in thus by litle and litle (the ſticks 
betnge in the middle) al the ſubſtaunce fublimeth, ba⸗ 
keth, and wareth redde, and by litle and litle ſticketh 
to the hygheſt part of the veel, then, in puttyng to it 
agapne new ponder, it deſcendeth to the bottome, and 
there kinding al thinges bate, with that that it is hots 
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it felt, and in a mal quantitte ft ſublimeth,baketh and 
waxeth redde intontinent, incoꝛpoꝛatinge it ſelke with 
the firſte . Do in puttinge in by litle and litle newe 
bote pouder, and leping al wapes the kyꝛe in one tate, 
pou ſhal make as great quantitte of it as pon wil, and 
chalhaue verp great loaues of fapꝛe cynabrium, the whi⸗ 
che wil haue onclpe a hole in the middle, whiche is the 
(pace where the ſticke went thoꝛow. Finallę, vou map 
put to it newe pouder in takinge awape the ſticke als 
together and clofing the mouth, and than make a fpꝛe: 
fo2 this laſte pouder wil lpkewiſe ſublime, and wel 


make a bottome to the lofe of cynabrium. Moꝛeouer note

It is vſed in woꝛke alſs foꝛ to make a bo⸗ 
dye, that is to faye to gather together the fplipnge of 
Golde and ſilner, and in al other thynges, wherein a 
man bath nee de of a guicke and ſodapne koundinge 3 
meitinge Poꝛeeuer, gentlewomen helpe them ſelues 
allo muche with it to make them far ze! Fos it mane

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the kkinne very white, fine, anzeleane, without daun⸗ 
ger of any poplon, oꝛ hurteng of he teeth, oꝛ fleſhe. 

The auncient men of olde time had of it gtene, there, 
ot nowe a dapes is none founde, ne2 pet anp man maz 
keth it. Marye, we haue that is verpe whypte, and alſo 
ſomewhat blacke, which peraduenture a man map fap 
is like their greene. The white is in litie long pieces, 
with certaine ſynewes oz vaines al aleng, ſo lpke vn⸗ 
to Roch Alome that mann are decepued, oz decepue o⸗ 
ther with it: Foz whan a man ſetteth the ſaped Wozar 
vpon thefpae it bopleth and [welleth bp in al potntes 
like alome, and ſo remaineth white and ful of hoales 
ipke a ſponge, and eaſp to be broken with pour handes 
euen as Roche Alome burned. Wut fubtpte and craktps 


marchauntes know Woꝛar front Alome thꝛe maner of 


wapes. The fick is, that Alome put in a mans mouthe 
is eigre and charpe ot taſte, and reſtraintike, but Bezax 
hath no maner of taſte, but a dead and unlauerp gute, 
as à meane bet wene the ſauour ef Ole and whape of 
Wilke. Therefoze thei that wil decepue other, and kal⸗ 
fifie the true Worar , take litle pieces of rawe Rschs 
Alome and kepe them in Ople of Almondes, in whape 
oꝛ in milke.

3 faye, it wil 
not melte ſo wel, becauſe that where anp Salt Peter, 
Tartre, and Sal alcali is, there the matter will meite, at 
the leaſte in ſome parte: foꝛ all the fated thinges helpe 
to the koundinge of metalles. The Salte Peter, whan 
there is a good quantitie of it, is Rnowen {ncontinente 
bppon the fpꝛe, fo2 it maketh the boplings waterpthe, 
and caſteth about, as it were litle ſparkes of fire.

In Wines, where Golde 
and Spluer, oꝛ Copper is gotten, is founde a kpnde of 
Water, whiche as J my felfe haue ſeene and pꝛoued by 
experience) is of it ſelfe berpe neete and excellent fo2 to 
ſouder oz to found wpth. And alſo J knowe a place in 
Germanpe, where there is a greate vepne of fuche wa 
ter, whiche notwithſtandinge, the papſauntes knowe 
not ok. Now, they take thys water, with the earth that 
is onderneath it, oꝛ on the ſpdes, and bolle it a certaine 
tyme, and than ſtraine it, and fo leaulnge it, it conges 
teth into lptle pebbles, euenlike vnto Salt Peter.

ARE ef the be lohpte Potters earth that pon 

can get, fo2 in one place there fs better than in 
another, that is to ſape, of that whpthe can beſte 
endure the kpꝛe, as ſuche as they make Pottes of in 
Padua, and lpkewple in Germanyp:fo2 it is of ſuch pers 
kection that the pottes whiche be made of tt, and where 
in they dꝛeſſe their meate, map alfo ſerue to found mes 
talles in. Take then of the bef, and ſpecially it it muſt 
ſerue koꝛ a thinge that bath nede to ber longe vppon a 
great kyꝛe, other wiſe take ſuch as pou can get. There 
is founde of it that is ofa grap colour, as the common 
ſoꝛte is, and alfa there is whrte, that men bſe in ſome 
place of Aicence, Whiche is like loaues of Gibſum, oꝛ 
plaiſter, and is called of the Italians Florette de chio, Me 
here in Englande bppon the vſe thereof, mape geue it 
what name we will. Natters vſe of it in Ueniſé, foꝛ te 
whits the diſhes and otber things, befoze thep bernich 
oz poliſhe them. There is alſo kound ot it that is redde, 
as in Apulia, where there is greate quantitic, and that 
they call Boale, and is the verp fame that ſome ple {7 
: ! caries 
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caries do felfo2 Woale Arnrenicke , and the Genicians 
vſe ok it koꝛ to paint redde thefoacfrontes of their hou⸗ 
ſes, with lime, bꝛicke and Uermillion, coueringe it af- 
terwarde with Ople of line.
